BANK CHARTER VOTED DOWN 
OIL INDUSTRY PROBED 


Edmonton, Aug 8— During the hear- 
ings before the banking committee, 
C. §S. Tomnins, the finance depart 
ment’s inspector general of banns, re- 
colmeuended against incorporation of a 
provincial bank at this time, He said—- 
“It has been a principle of parliament 
to guard against entrance of the unfit 
or inexperienced in the banking busi- 
nes, to insure that each person seek- 
ing a charter should pledge his good 
faith and should be responsible.”

A Tremendous Lesson— 

We dismissed those things lightly 
fas the years passed, But the Germans 
didn't, The more they analysed them, 
the the Germans beheld a_ few 
grains of truth wrapped up in the 
Prussian position. The Germans were 
than willing to forget that their 
thagnificent army had actually been 
badly defeated; but they pondered 
deeply the other element — the effect 
of the collapse of the home front on 
the spirit of teh army, and the extent 
(o which that breakdown of civilian 
morale had contributed to the defeat. 

The ceaseless intonation of that 
chorus had its inevitable result, A 
new generation of Germans grew up 
tutored in the legend of Teutonic in- 
vineibility, 

Another result of this 
chorus manifested itself later, It 
this. When the Nazi accomplices 
the Prussian caste began perfecting 
their plans for world domination they 
made a profound study of the cause 
and effect of the collapse of the Ger- 
man home front in 1918. From that 
Study there emerged a_ tremendous 
lesson; and that lesson can be reduc 
ed to the following simple terms 

“If the cracking of civilian morale 
behind the fighting men could lead, as 
it did in 1918, to the destruction of the 
German soldiers’ will to resist, then 
the same conditions operating upon an 
enemy in wartime will produce the 
same results,” 

In other words, the Nazis re-discoy- 
ered the age-old truth that 
sauce for the Goose is sauce 
gander.
